| outbreak of. war the German Navy was in 
unchallenged: control of the South Anieri- 
jean ‘coast. When the battle was over 
| Admiral von Spee went in to Valparaiso 
in order to get into touch with his 
superiors in Berlin. The large German 
colony in that city féted him as Cradock’s 
conqueror, and at a great banquet in his 
honour ‘the toast of “ Damnation to the 
British. Navy ” was proposed. But von 
Spee was a sailor and a gentleman. He 
refused to drink the toast, substituting for 
it the sentiment of ' Our gallant enemies,’ 
and went forth to sea again to meet his 
doom. 
That doom was.certain. No sooner did 
than Admiral Fisher, who by that time 
had been sent to the Admiralty, ordered 
two magnificent battle cruisers, Invincible 
and Inflexible, to be detached at once from 
the Grand Fleet at Cromarty and to pro- 
ceed forthwith via Berehaven for the South 
Seas. In the meanwhile the German 
Admiralty, taking the view that: von Spee 
had won his spurs and that his safety 
ought’ not to be. risked’ unnecessarily, 
ordered him to bring his squadron back to 
Germany with the least possible delay. 
Von Spee obeyed his orders; but, having 


temptation to;attack the Falkland Islands, 
littlé..guessing what. a fickle fate held ‘in 
store'for him: On the morning ef, Décem- 
ber 8th, while Admiral Sturdee, with his

_. The tables were turned with a vengeance. 
‘From’ their hiding place in the Falk- 
lands, which the ‘Germafi- Admiral had 
believed to be deserted, suddenly, appeared 
six: British ships—Invincible, Inflexible, 
Carnarvon, Cornwall, Kent and Glasgow, 
the last of which was the sole survivor of 
Coronel. The five German. ships were in 
an even more hopeless plight than that 
of Cradock’s ‘squadron five weeks pre- 
viously. Yet they pht up a worthy fight. 
Scharnhorst, with von Spee. on. board, 
was the first to founder. When he saw 
apa annihilation. was. inevitable, the 
German admiral decided to sacrifice his 
own ship in the faint hope that his light 
cruisers might get away; and, as Cradock 
had ‘done at Coronel, headed his battered 


meanwhile Gneisenau, in the uneven duel 
with Inflexible,'was almost out of action, 
and when the German flagship sank with 
her ensign: flying she quickly followed into 
the depths. Leipzig; the three thousand 
ton light cruiser, made, perhaps, the most 


and. Cornwall she refused to surrender, 
although on several occasions: the British 
ships ceased fire to give her a chance. 
Finally, the British commandér was forced 
to give her the coup de grdce, and 
‘Leipzig sank. : Only six officers and four- 
teen men of her crew. were saved; and her 
captain at the last lit a cigarette and. made 
his way to the. remains of. his shattered 
bridge fo find an honourable grave with 
his ship, 

That was almost the end. Niirnberg 
was sunk by Kent, slipping quietly out of 


standing on her side and waving aloft a 
tattered ensign. 
was gone, and the most complete victory 
in naval annals, rested. with Admiral 
whose total losses..were only 
ten killed and fifteen wounded. Within a 
few“hours Germany’s proud fleet had been 
annihilated, and from that moment 
‘onwards. the British Navy was supreme 
throughout the world. — 

Commander Irving’s book ives a 
aphic account of the two engagements. 
t is written in an interesting style by a 
man who obviously is an authority on 
naval affairs. One of its most pleasing 
‘aspects is its frank recognition of the 
enemy’s fighting qualities. If the war had 
ended after the Falklands, what a different 
tale would have been told! Both in victory 
and. in defeat Admiral von Spee and his 
fellow-officers showed a spirit of which 
even the British Navy might be proud. 
They died before the flag of Germany was 
‘sullied by the crimes of the submarines, 
and the name of von Spee will be honoured 
with that of the gallant Cradock so. long 
‘as ‘brave men sail the seas. : a |

LOUTH HEALTH BOARD WANT. TO 
SELL THEM. | 

At the meeting of the Louth Board of 

Health in Dundalk, the Chairman (Mr. 

McGahon) suggested that,.now the smallpox 


‘}.scare was over, they should ask the per- 


mission of ‘the Local Government Depart. 
ment’ to sell two of the three hospital build- 
ings at the Pett, which had never been 
used. More than thirty years ago a case of 
bubonic plague was: reported, and all the 
medical officers in the country set” about 
making arrangements for dealing with 
bubonic plague. Only. one case had occurred 
altogether at Hull. But a hospital had been 
erected at Dundalk and had never heen used: 
Sometime later another scare. occurred about 
some other disease from the Continent, and, 
instead of using the hospital which was 
there, order's were given for another hospital. 
Later still another hospital had been erected 
when the. smallpox scare occurred. The 
Board was most anxious to get rid of them, 
for the reasons that they were paying an 
exorbitant ground rent for the. sites on 
which the hospitals, were erected, and they 
were paying considerable sums for the up- 
keep of the hospitals, which were of ne 
earthly use to them, 

It was agreed to ask the permission of the 
Local Government Department to sell two of 
the buildings, and to keep the other building 
for use in emergencies.

DONEGAL TENANTS WANT TO 


PURCHASE THEM. 

At the monthly meeting of the Donegal 
Board of Health Mr. D. O’CaHaghan, Genera! 
Secretary of the Labourers’ Cottages Tenants’ 
Association, wrote stating that he had been 
requested by the tenants of cottages in 
Donegal, Pettigo, Ballintra and Glenties to 
submit offers for the purchase of cottages by 
the tenants. If the offers were accepted, 
some of the tenants would be able to pay - 
cash; but others could not do so, and the 
purchase prices would be paid by annuities. 

The prices offered for the cottages ranged 
from £359 6s. 6d. to £25 15s., according to 
the district in which the cottages are. 

Mr. F, Gallagher said that the repairs in 
some cases. cost more than the rent received. 

The Chairman (Mr. E. Gallen) said that 
they could only sell a derelict house. 

The Secretary was directed to reply, stat- 
ing that the loans amounted to £278,813 for 
the eréction of cottages in the county. At 
the present time approximately £160 per 
house of these loans was outstanding. “This 
represented an annuity of £5 10s, 8d. per 
year in respect of each cottage, of which the 
Government paid £2, and the balance of £3 
10s. was paid by the Board. There ‘was no 
legislation enabling the Board to sell the 
cottages to other than the parties for whom 
tho land was purchased, unless the Ministry 
sanctioned same.

‘An appeal from the High Court came on 
for beeing. which involved a constitutional 
question of considerable interest, in the ease 
of wm re Laing and in the matter of the 
Courts of Justice Act, 1924, and of the 
Constitution of Saorstat Eireann. The appeal 
was from a decision of Mr. Justice Sullfvan, 
Mr. Justice Hanna and Mr, Justice O'Byrne 
on Wednesday last refusing an application 
for a writ of Aabeas corpus made on behalf 
of St. George Claude Campbell Laing, a 
citizen of the Irish Free State and residing 
at ** Overcliffe,’’ Enniscrone, Co. Sligo, who, 
on being discharged by the Cireuit judge in 
(;reen street, Dublin, was arrested by Detective 
Sergeamt F. Cullinan on a warrant issued by 
an English magistrate in respect of the 
alleged offence committed in London of ob- 
taining a false passport, the warrant being 
countersigned by Major-General W. R. 
Ae ga Deputy Commissioner of the Civic 
Guard, - 

The applicant and appellant was still 
detained in custody in the Bridewell; and 
the net question for the decision of the Court 
was whether the arrest and i 
or were not, consistent with the provisions of 


the Constitution of Saorstat Eireann, which 


was now an independent and sovereign State.

He pleaded guilty, and was bound over 
to keep the peace for. two vears, and was then 
discharged. On leaving the courthouse he 
was immediately arrested by Detective 
Sergeant Cullinan on a warrant purporting to 
be issued by a magistrate in London, to be 
tried at Westminster on the charge of having 
procured a false passport. 

Mr. Leonard, K.C., opening the appeal, ex- 
plainéd how the application for the con- 
ditional order of certiorari in the Court below 
came to be made, and stated that the ground 
on which the application was based was that 
Article 73 of the Constitution of the Free 
State did not continue or preserve the pro- 
vimons of Sections 29 and ól of the Pett 
Sessions (Ireland) Act, 1851, under | whic 
warrants of this description could have been 
issued and executed in England and Ireland. 
The statutory provisions then existing 
in that respect had ceased to have effect 
upon the establishment of the Saorstat as an 
independent, and sovereign State under the 
Treaty. He respectfully contended that the 
continuation of those statutory provisions was 
repugnant to the preamble of the Free State 
Constitution and Article 73 of that Con- 
stitution: i 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., following on the 
same side, submitted that the arrest was not 
justified under the circumstances. He 
suggested thet if their lordships were satisfied 
that a prima facie case for a conditional order 
of certiorari, which was all that had been 
applied for, had been made out the case could 
be more fully argued later on showing cause. 

In reply to the Chief Justice as to what 
propositions he relied upón, 

Mr. Geoghegan said that the propositions 
that he relied on were that the nght of His 
Majesty and his justices under his warrant 
to arrest one of our citizens and bring him 
before one of the English Courts, was re- 
pudiated with the signature to the Treaty in 
1921; that any claim which could be made 
on behalf of His Majesty was completely 
abandoned and gone on that date; that such 
power under a warrant wes wholly incon- 
sistent with Clause 1 of the Treaty and with 
the general tenour and provisions of the Con- 
stitution; and that no citizen of the Free 
State, save, perhaps, by some power given 
to military tribunals in cases of stress or 
emergency, could be dealt with otherwise 
when arrested than in accordance with the 
judicial system of the Free State,- the pro- 
visions of the Treaty and Constitution, and 
the stateaites passed by our legislature. 

Mr. Lavery, for the Attorney-General, 
opposing the appeal, referred to an affidavit 
made by Mr, Arthur Cox, solicitor (Messrs. 
Arthur Cox and Co.), in which the appli- 
cation for the writ had been made. In the 
affidavit Mr, Cox stated that he was advised 
that the procedure under which, prior to the 
inauguration of the Trish Free State, war- 
rants issued by police magistrates in England 
were counter-signed by the police mairg 
in the area which now constitutes the Iri 
Free State, and under a EA named 
in such warrants were arrested by the police 
here and given over to the authority of an 
escort of police from England, to be brought 
before an English magistrate, is no longer 
legal or constitutional, and that the pro- 
visions of the Acts by which that practice 
was enforced were no longer law here; and 
he was advised and believed that the warrant 
mentioned was not a warrant under which a 
citizen of the Irish Free State could be 
legally taken into custody within the Irish 
Free State, and that the arrest of the appel- 
lant was in contravention of the provisions 
of the Constitution of the Irish Free State. 

Counsel submitted that it had been the 
principle adopted by all civilised mations, in 
the interests of peace and order, under agree- 
ment with one another, to have persons 
accused of offences surrendered for trial in 
this manner. He submitted that the” pro- 
visions of the Petty Sessions Act,.1851, still 
continued in force for this parpese, that 
what had been done in this case was not 
meonsistent with Article 73 of ‘the Constitu- 
tion, and that the endorsement of the war- 
rant by Major-General Mu of the Civic 
Guard, was perfectly legal and in order. 

Mr. Lavery had not concluded when their 
lordships consulted for a few mioments. 

The Chief Justice them announced that 
they granted a conditional order in the case, 
to be ergued on specific grounds in the High 
Court on We ay next, if that date 
would be suitable for the judges ‘there. 

In reply to Mr. Leonard, K,C., who handed 
in the specific grounds referred to, 

His lordship said that the Court of Appeal 
had no power to direct the release of the 
appellant in the meantime.

INDUSTRIAL PEACE AND 


‘CO-OPERATION. 
From Our Reporter, 


TIPPERARY, Thursday. 

Yesterday President Cosgrave concluded his 
tour ofethe Kilkenny portion of hig con- 
stituency with another midnight meeting a 
lew miles from the Waterford border. As 
on the preceding days of the week, his 
first meeting was timed to take place at 
7 o'clock in the evening. At that hour a fair- 
sized audience awaited him at Thomastown, 
Co. Kilkenny. 

The first speaker was Mr. Denis Gorey. 
The electors, he said, should ask the Fianna 
ail what they were going to do if they got 
a majority in the election, Their answer, ue 
beheved, would be that they would ask 
Kngland to mind her own business. 
Supposing England did mind her own busi- 
ness—the business of securing that Ireland 
remained part and parcel of the Common- 
wealth of Natious—they would have the 
revolutionary position of 1922, with all its 


incertainties, anxieties and bitterness. Did 
the people want that? He refused to believe 
It possible. 

Mr. Gorey went on to explain the reasons 


led him to throw in his lot with the 
iiuvernment Party. ‘“‘ After this election,” 
he declared, “there will be not five or ten, 
but forty tarmers in the Dail within the 
ranks of the Government Party, loyal to the 
Constitution and to the President they will 
have the honour to serve under. Will anyoue 
ie]! me that they will not be twice as strong 
within the ranks of the ruling party as a 
little batch of five or ten in an Opposition 
front bench }~_ 


SUGAR FACTORIES. 

President Cosgrave, detailing the construc- 
tive works imtiated by his Government, 
mentioned the Carlow beet factory, and suid 
that three million pounds, spread over ten 
year's, would, he thought, be what it wou.d 
cost the country.. The factory supplied one: 
tifth of the Free State s sugar, gave employ- 
ment to about one thousand workers, and 
ensured a tillage acreage of about ten 
‘housand acres. The success of the factory 
would mean en extension of sugar beet 
factories throughout the whole nt al í 

“I am happy to be able to say, he de: 
clared, “‘ that there has never been greater 
industrial peace in the country. There is a 
great tendency to co-operation between em- 
ployers and employés in the solution of their 
problems, and that is a satisfactory condition 
of affairs.’’ 

He called his hearers’ attention to the fact 
that one of the Government 's sharpest critics, 
Captain Redmond, had voted in only seven- 
teen out of 203 divisions in the Dail in 1924. 
That, he commented, was hardly a qualifica- 
tion for leadership either of a party or of 
a Government. 

Speaking at Ballyhale an hour later Mr. 
Gorey said that he would never have anything 
to do with a party that was not out to 
honour every obligation that the Treaty im- 
posed on them. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


President Cosgrave declared that every year 
saw an improvement in the country’s economic 
position. Notwithstanding all the attention 
given by the Government to the economic side 
it had not neglected to give attention to the 
national side. Increased sums had been made 
available for education, Irish was taught in 
the schools, a faculty for agriculture had been

“We should take a pride in our agricul- 
ture; we are providing every facility tor its 
development, and we want to see agriculture 
raised to the level of the professions,” he 
added amidst applause. 

om Ballyhale the President and Mr. 
Gorey sped to .Mullinavat, where Mr. Gorey 
reminded an enthusiastic meeting that the 
Government had hammered order out of dis- 


out of falsehood. Talking of his failure to 
carry the proposals for a fusion of the 
larmers’ party ‘with the Government party, 
he declared that he had been badly ‘treated. 
The Farmers’ Parliamentary party had by a 
big majority declared for fusion, so had the 
Kilkenny Executive of the Farmers’ Union, 
and so had Kilkenny’s delegates to the Con- 
gress, 

“ In other words,” he said, “I was sent 
to the middle of the road and then was pulled 
back like a dog on a strap, but I am not 
accustomed to take that sort of treatment 
from anyone. If the thing was right then 
it is right now. If it was wrong it should 
never have been attempted. it was on 
the instructions of my county executives that 
I went ahead with the negotiations for fusion, 
and it was with the backing of our delegates 
to er that I supported the proposal to 
the end, and now they have left me because 
they had not the courage to carry to its 
logical conclusion the thing that they believed 
in their hearts to be the right thing. 


THE ADVERSE BALANCE. 

The President, who had a great reception 
referred to the Free State’s adverse trade 
balance, and remarked that the Government’s 
policy in that connection was seen in its 
effort to reduce the burden on industry, by 
lessening. agricultural rates, reducing the 
rates of income tax, and gradually decreasing 
the costs of production. 

Discussing the country’s national position, 
he remarked that to achieve complete national 
independence a country should have economic 
independence. “Where,” he asked, “is our 
principal matket?’’ Ninety per cent. of 
the Free State's products are sold in the 
English market, and, despite that, those who 
accuse the Government of lack of national 
sentiment or feeling, would antagonise the 
country’s best customer. Is that business? 

“The Free State has now got a position in 
what is called the British Commonwealth of 
Nations. General Hertgog, who fought in 
the field against 400,000 British troops for 
three years ig satisfied to have his country 
Cccupy such a position, but some of our great 
‘ommandants here are not satisfied. ell, 
you know. it is a joke—simply a joke.

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PRESIDENT MEETS A RIVAL 
AT MIDNIGHT. 
(FwoM Our RELIORTERB.) 
CLONMEL, Thursday. 

After his Kilmacow meeting, President 
Cosgrave motored back to Kilkenny. His 
journey led him past the residence of Mr. 
Holohan, one of the two official Farmer candi- 
dates for the constituency, and Mr. Gorey’s 
most formidable rival. As the car approached 
Mt Holohan’s house a member of the party 
observed Mr, Holohan on the roadside, and 
stopped the car to present him to the 
President, at the latter’s request. Follow- 
ing a discussion of their respective prospects 
and those of Mr. Gorey in the approaching 
contest, the President’s laughing salutation 
at parting was: “ Good night, Mr. Holohan, 
and forgive me for hoping that we will kuock 
the deuce out of you.” 

It wag then after midnight, but Mr. 
Holohan had yet some canvassing to do 
before his day’s electioneeritig work was over. 

The President was astir early this morning, 
and, after attending Mass at St. Patricks 
Church, he started off for meas, where 
at 1 o'clock he addressed a big meeting in 
support of the candidates, Mr. Seamus 
Burke, the Minister for Local Government,’ 
and the other Cumann na nGaedheal candi- 
dates. ‘Ali the speakers were subjected to 
a fair amount of heckling, but the meeting 
on the whole was a good-tempered one. 


‘ TEST OF SINCERITY. 
The Minister for Local Government, one of 
the first speakers, declared that in the 


present election the sincerity and patriotism 
of the people were on trial. 

The Minister's next observation, that the 
Government had given, and were prepared to 
give in the future, honest, just and 
courageous government, evoked cries of 
approval and dissent. 

e simple issue for the was, Mr. 
Burke continued, to decide between the 
party that stood for peace, order and 
security, and the party that would, in the 
event of its return, bring turmoil and 
destruction. ‘‘ We have made you freemen,” 
he went on amid cheers and derisive laughter. 
“We have laid the foundations for a 
prosperity such as the country has never 
known, There is that work, the Shannon 
scheme. (A Voice—What about the wages’) 

“The wages on the Shannon scheme,’’ Mr, 
Burke replied, ‘‘are 30s. a week, with free 
housing and good food. I wish we could pay 
th men un the roads as well, but we cannot 
affcid to do so. I say seriously to you that, 
when the good we have done is weighed 
aguiast the few evils that must be done to 
achieve the most good, the balance is well in 
our favour, and-1 hope that when the ballot 
boxes are opened in a few weeks’ time the 
balance of your votes will be found to be 
well in our favour.’’ (Applause.) 

President Cosgrave, who had an excellent 
reception, said that someone had asked about 
the wages of the workers employed on the 
Shannon scheme. There were 264,000 small 
farmers of a £9 valuation or under in the 
country, and he would like to be told what 
wages they could pay, and if they could pay 
more than was paid to the fn im on the 
Shannon. It was not an arbitrary act of the 
Government to fix the wages of the Shannon 
workers. The simple fact was that the 
Government could not have afforded to pay 
them more than it paid. 

ALL TOGETHER. 

Referring to the Government’s work the 
last four or five years, the President said 
that it had been the policy of his adminis- 
tration to relieve industry of all burdens 
possible. ‘‘ The sooner,” he said, “we re- 
gard our economic and political problems as 
the business of all the people, the sooner will 
we make our industry stable and prosperous, ”” 

There were some interruptions at this 
stage, and the President created laughter by 
referring to one of the interrupters as “a 
entleman with auburn hair who seems to 

ave the responsibility of the world on his 
shoulders.’’ 

There had, he said, been a reduction of 
£1 10s. per head in national taxation since 
1921. Services had been improved. The 
Government had contributed to the construc- 
tion of 14,000 houses, and it had established 
an additional arm in agriculture—the Carlow 
Beet Factory, for which the Belgians had put 
up £380, as against £20, of [Irish 
money, giving one to feel that but for Bel- 
gian money there might have been no beet 
actory at all. Yet the Government was criti- 
cised for having Bélgians’ on the Barrow, Ger- 
mans on the Shannon, and Frenchmen in the 
streets of Dublin. Who elsé could have 
done, or who else offered to do, the work 
that those people were engaged on? 

The Fresident mentioned that up to the 
present the Shannon scheme had not cost a 
penny more than the original estimate that 
was accepted. 

Replying to a question as to the number 
of National Army ex-Service men employed 
on road work in the Free State, the Presi- 
dent said that only 10 per cent. were Ser- 
vicemen, and that they were entitled to 
that recognition of their services to the 
country in its hour of need. 

“I want you to come to the polls on 9th 
June, whether you agree with us or not,” he 
continued. ‘‘ We have done our work. We 
undertook the responsibilities of Government 
in difficult times when there were few appli- 
cants for the job. There are plenty now. 
I suppose it is a good sign. It seems that 
there is courage in quarters from which we 


thought it ad long since departed.’’: 
(Applause and groans.) | 
TWO OATHS. 


Talking of Fianna Fail, the President said 
that the differences between it and the Go- 
vernment Party was that the Government 
Party had courage to keep a bargain when 
it made one.

LIVELY SCENES IN THE 
DIAMOND.

CLONES, Thursday. 

This was fair day in CGiones, and that, 
coupled with the fact that it was a holiday, 
brought thousands of people to the town. 

In the afternoon meetings in support of the 
Cumann na nGaedheal and Fianna Fail can- 
didates for County Monaghan were held at 
the Diamond, and the place ‘was filled with 
cheering, jeering, yelling crowds 

It was quite impossible to eafth all that 
was béing said by the various 5 ag as 
there was a continuous uproar. r. Blythe 
was the only speaker who had a chance of 
explaining matters to the electors, because 
he had almost finished his speech when the 
Fianna Fail meeting started. Subsequently 
every possible effort was made to drown the 
voices of the Government supporters, but 
the speakers carried on, and were encouraged 
in their efforts by a large section of the 
crowd, who cheered them repeatedly. 

FIRST INTERRUPTION. 

Mr. D. Gorman presided. 

Mr. Blythe told the people that the time 
had arrived when they could choose a Go- 
vernment. It was a serious matter, and 
should be taken seriously. In some places 
people tried to prevent the case being pre- 
sented to the people. 

A great deal of the criticism of the present 
Government was criticism of a personal 
character. Smugglers, for example, had 
grievances if prosecuted, but the Govern- 
ment gave every man his rights, and enforced 
the law against every man. (A Voice— 
"" What about Tim Healy?” 

“Never mind about Tim Healy; he served 
the country before you were born, and has 
given signal service,’ retorted. Mr. Blythe. 
‘There are a good many,” he added, ‘‘ who 
would not say anything at all if it was an 
English landlord was in the position, but 
they object when an Irish Nationalist is 
there.” (Cheers.) 

Mr. Blythe said that the Government had 
divested itself of all powers of patronage, 
and people obtained appointments by com- 
petition and on merit. ‘he Government was 
accused of extravagance, but the charge was 
not true. They had reduced taxation hy 
three million pounds, removed the.tea tax, 
reduced the sugar tax, and reduced income 
tax from 6s. to ós. in the £. One of the 
greatest critics of the Government was Cap- 
tain Redmond, (Cries of ‘‘ Up Redmond” 
and “ Redmond for Ever.’’). There were 500 
divisions in the Dail outing the past four 
years and Captain Kedmond only voted 89 
times. (A Voice—‘' What about the old age 
pensions “. 

That bill, said Mr. Blythe, was debated 
in the Dail, and out, of 19 divisions Captain 
Redmond only voted once, They had 
several other parties standing. There was 
Mr. Edward Brady. (Cries of “D 
Brady.”’) They had Mr. Haslett standing 
as a Protestant candidate, ahd he had no 
chance of being elected unless there was an 
abnormally small poll. The Protestant 
community had no reason to ge “sr against 
the present Government—(a Vóice—' They 
have évery reason’’)—but every first pre- 
ference vote given to Mr. Hazlett was a 
vote against the Government, (A Voice— 
“ The present Government is robbing the 


farmers.’’)

one hg a question about the Six 
Counties, Mr. Blythe said that the only way 
by which the boundary could be abolished 
was by using the powers which they had to 
develop and promote such prosperity as would 
induce those outside the Free State to come 
into it. (Cheers. 

The Minister then dwelt at length on the 
measures passed by the Dail for the benefit of 
agriculture. He told the people that they 
ought to vote carefully. (Cries of ‘ Up; 
Redmond,” and “Up, de Valera.’’) The 
record of the Government was one that they 
were not ashamed of, and they would continue 
the good work. (A Voice—‘‘ You will not do 
any more, because you will not get in.’’) The 
present Administration would support what- 
ever Government was returned, but the people 
would reap the harvest of their labours more 
quickly and ery if the present Govern- 
ment was returned. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald said that the Irish 
people would now decide the fate of the 
country for five years, and perhaps for fifty 
years. The Government had made the people 
the masters, and if they did not like the 
Government they could get rid of them. (A 
Voice—‘* We will.”) It was a serious step, 
and it was the duty of the electors to con- 
sider carefully whether they could get as 
a Government before — rid of the pre- 
sent Government. e Chaverdanedt ad 
shown certain people that it was dangerous 
for them to wage war on the Irish people.

The Breach with Russia. 


Yesterday the House of Commóns dis- 
cussed the Cabinet’s resolve to terminate 
all diplomatic relations with the Soviet 
Government. The Labour Party was 
“willing to wound and yet afraid to 
strike.’’ Staggered by Mr. Baldwin’s dis- 
closures of Russian intrigue, it did not 
dare to move a direct vote of censure on 
his decision, but sought indirectly to make 
that decision of no effect. Its motion, 
which was proposed by Mr. Clynes, asked 
that the rupture of diplomatic relations 
should be suspended until-the report of 
a Select Committee upon all the facts had 
been laid before the House. Mr. Clynes 
admitted that Russia was in the dock, 
but refused to assume that she was guilty. 
He dealt gloomily, but vaguely, with the 
various ways in which the Soviet, to the 
peril of international peace, might seek. to 
avenge itself on Great Britain. His main 
argument, however, was that to which 
Moscow always has appealed when. con- 
fronted with proof of its own treacheries— 
“You may not like our methods, but you 
cannot break with a good customer.’’ In 
the Labour Party’s view the British 
Government’s decision is bad because 
it will hit the British working-man’s 
pocket. The breach of relations. will 
transfer large Russian orders from Eng- 
land to France and Germany. Mr. Clynes 
juggled attractively with the £10,000,000 
which the Soviet, guaranteed to some 
extent by the Midland Bank, had intended 
to pour into the parched furrows of 
British industry. He received an exceed- 
ingly cautious encouragement from Mr. 
Lloyd George, who, though admitting that 
the Soviet was guilty, still contended that 
the British Government had “‘gone too 
far.’’ 

By a large majority the, House of 
Commons ratified the Cabinet's decision to 
withdraw privileges which had been abused 
sv gravely. The Soviet Mission and the 
Russian Trade Delegation will be invited 
to leave London without delay and the 
British Mission will be recalled imme- 
diately from Moscow. It was announced 
yesterday in the Canadian Parliament 
that, as an automatic result of the 
British Government’s action, Canada’s 
trade agreement with Russia would 


dangerous and humiliating situation is 
welcomed heartily in Great Britain and 
throughout the whole Empire.

object of its hatred. It realised from the 
outset that the ordered democracy of the 
British peoples was the great obstacle to 
the spread of Communism ; and so in every 
part of the world—in Asia, on the Con- 
tinent of Europe, and in the very heart 
of the Empire’s capital—it has waged a 
malignant and subtle war against British 
security and influence. Yet, while the 
means were malignant and subtle, the 
purpose was unconcealed, and the British 
Government has shown extraordinary fo?- 
bearance. As Sir Austen Chamberlain 
confessed yesterday, it has been patient to 
the point of weakness. Three successive 
Foreign Ministers, including a Labour 
Minister, have warned the Soviet against 
its persistent policy of conspiracy. and 
falsehood. Now, after every warning has 
proved to be futile, the evil thing, at Jong 
last, has’ been thrust without the gates, 
and the British Empire will breathe more 
freely.

A FRIEND IN DUBLIN. 


MEMORIES OF AN OLD 


LIBRARY. 


(BY FRAZER HEARNE.) 

We have known each other since I was 
fourteen, and for my part I was only too 
anxious to be friendly before that; but for 
some silly reason they would not let me. 
However, the time came and a ticket that 
seemed to me like a free pass into Heaven. 
Those portals were now open for me—and 
rather unattractive portals they were, too, 
with a dark and grimy hall beyond, but 1 
did not mind. . Everybody who remembers 
that hall will remember the picture that 
hung (hangs still for all I know) on the 
right-hand” wall—that old-fashioned but 
always arresting moral, warning and adver- 
tisement in one, ‘‘ The Child—What will he 
become? ”’ 

A yard or two further, and, if you were 
new to the place, you recoiled from the im- 
pact of a smell—a solid, weighty, full-bodied 
smell with no nonsense about it. You 
gathered yourself together and plunged 
through it. Yes, that was the newspaper 
room—always fairly packed in wet weather. 
Now you felt ycur way up a dim stair—and 
the curious thing about it was that, in the 
midst of the driest summer, those walls and 
banisters were always reeking with damp— 
opened a glass door, and were in Paradise. 
iguratively, ‘of course; actually there was 
nothing very glorious unless you chanced 
to be a boy with a fierce appetite for books, 
suddenly introduced to about ten thousand 
of them. I-.am thinking of anticipations and 
first impressions. Afterwards it was just a 
library where you were kept waiting a very 
lang time. and the books you wanted were 


alvays out. 
THE LIBRARIAN. 

The presiding genius was a ponderous, 
rather handsome, and very dignified old 
gentleman, who generally sat aloof, blandly 
unobservant, while his assistants slowly 
climbed or agilely skipped up _ ladders, 
supplied or denied customers, and in a dozen 
ways tried ‘to cope with the demand for 
literature. . Now and then, ‘however, when 
the rush threatened to become a_ riot, he 
unbent his stiff joints and his dignity, and 
ut his massive person into the battle line. 
ou could see that he had little relish for 
the job, but ‘it was his duty and he did. 
I think he had a poor opinion of most readers, 
but at least he might show them the right 

When some humble, new - joined 
wer—say, a little servant girl—abashed 
by his stately condescension, timidly faltered 
out a request for “a nice novel,” the old 
gentleman was grieved. When, after he had 
creaked heavily away and returned with an 
assortment that was too obviously a misfit, 
his client plucked up courage to ask for “ one 
of Ouida’s, if you please, sir,” the old 
gentleman was pained. ‘‘No, my dear,” he 
would reply, in a tone of fatherly but 
Olympian reproof; “we don’t keep any of 
her books in this library. They are not fit 
reading for anyone, let alone a young 
girl Here's a very nice book, . now, 
and away he would go to a suspiciously 
well-filled shelf, and, as likely as not, succeed 
by sheer force of personality in passing off a 
volume so far from meeting the case that the 
tears of disappointment could almost be seen 
in the eyes oF the unwilling, but over-awed, 
recipient, Good man, he meant well, and I 
will say for him that he always strove to 

sh an Irish author in Fein to an 
English. Since, however, the vast majority 
of readers wanted fiction and nothing else, 
and the readable native fiction-writers in the 
Library could almost be counted on one 
hand—Gerald Griffin, Banim, Kickham, 
Lever, Lover: I cannot think of any more— 
he had a thankless task. 
At the rate of a book in two days, or 
thereabouts, you soon get through the ones 
ou really hunger for. Mayne Reid was my 
avourite, with Ballantyne, Henty, Marryat 
(a very few), Dumas and Fenimore Cooper— 
but when the ordinary boy has read “‘ The 
Last of the Mohicans ’’ and “ The Pathfinder,” 
Cooper has little more to tempt him with. 
After a long interval a grant for new books 
was grudgingly doled out by the Corporation 
or somebody, and I began on Stevenson, Rider 
Haggard, Conan Doyle. Happy times! But 
they could not last for ever, and the next 
grant was a um aeir | long time in coming. 

TEMPORA MUTANTUR. 

When it came, many things had happened. 
The old custodian had passed away; an up- 
to-date young man, with tremendous ideas, 
now reigned, and one reader was ready for 
him. I was beginning to discover that there 
is charm and romance in books other than 
novels, and here the new librarian was ready 
for me. “ What d’ye lack—Ruskin “look, 
the complete set. Swinburne’—you must 
have the lot (one by one, of course). Yeats?— 
let me recommend him. Walter Pater ?—here 
you are.” Like many another of my age, I 
wanted to read all the books in the world— 
all that I counted as books—and it seemed I 
was now in a fair way to do it. Also I was 
fired and encouraged by the ambition of being 
a really well-read person, and the conscious- 
ness that my taste was ‘“‘select’’ and 
“-cultured ' and in every way irreproachable. 
We all of us have to pass through this 
priggish and snobbish stage if we are to 
arrive at a whole-hearted love of literature. 
All the same, [ sometimes wish that I could 
feel nowadays that intense keenness and 
enthusiasm for a book just because it has the 
name of a mé book, 

That old Corporation Library was a good 
friend to me, and [I always felt that it had a 
ene ersonal appeal. There was excuse for 

is feeling. The beautiful, spotless pages of 
some books might indicate merely that “I 
was the first that ever burst,” but in many 
cases I knew for a fact that over a space of 
years I had been their sole reader. The 
thought gave quite a pleasant touch to news- 
paper reports of Corporation meetings, votes 
on accouht. and such things—even to notices 
of rates. . Committees wrangled bitterly as to 
whether I should or should not be charmed 
with ‘Songs before Sunrise.” Aldermen 
and Councillors were butchered in debate in 
order that I might make holiday away out 
on the cliffs of Howth or the slopes of the 
‘Furry Glen’’ in the Pheonix Park with 
Botticelli and Giorgione and the enigmatic 
Monna Lisa. Dublin paid up for my delight 
in ‘Modern Painters” and the “Stones of 
Venice,’’ | 
We are very old friends, that Library and 
I, but, like many old friends, we do not often 
see each other. For one thing, we now live 
far apart, and, for another, it is sometimes 
better to think happily of the joys of friend- 
ship than to renew them.

The interest displayed in the debate in 
the House of Commons to-day on the break 
with the Soviet Government was almost 
as great as that shown on Tuesday, when 
the Prime Minister made his revelations 
concerning the documents found in Soviet 
House. great number of Conservative 
members took their places early in the 
morning by marking them with a card, 
and it was expected quite early in the day 
that every available Conservative vote 
would be recorded in thedivision. The 
galleries were filled. The peers mustered 
in force, among them being two Socialists, 
Lord Thompson and Lord Olivier. In the 
Diplomatists’ Gallery were the Belgian 
Ambassador, with the Persian, Lithuanian, 
and Czecho-Slovakian Ministers. The Dis- 
tinguished Strangers’ Gallery was crowded 
to overflowing. Prime Minister, sup- 

rted by Sir Austen Chamberlain and 
Mfr. Churchill, was faced by Mr. Clynes, 
Mr. Thomas and Mr. Henderson. Behind 
both leaders the benches were packed. The 
atmosphere was somewhat tense, but the 
debate, when opened by Mr. Clynes, 
promised to be reasonably quiet. 


A Vote of Censure. 


The decision of the Government, 
announced by Mr. Baldwin, to regard 
the Labour motion on the Arcos raid 
to-day as a vote of censure on its Russian 
policy, was expected; for it was obvions 
that it could not be bound by the desire 
of the Liberal Party to sit on the fence. 
It was obvious, too, that the Labour Part: 
would have preferred that its motion 
should not have been in the form of a 
vote of censure, since the defeat of such a 
motion by a huge majority is certain to 
have its effect in the country. The Govern 
ment, in countering this Labour and 
Liberal indecision: by insisting that the 
motion must be regarded as one of censure. 
placed the matter in its proper politica! 


perspective. 
The Trade Unions Bill. 
The debate of to-day probably is the 


last full-dress performance of the session ; 
for after the Whitsuntide recess the 


‘Finance Bill will occupy most of the 


time, leaving little for other discussions. 
The Trade Unions Bill no longer excites 
interest, and all the fire built up by the 
Opposition for the wreliminary stages has 
died down, leaving only cold, grey ashes, 
which cannot be blown into life again 
The Labour Party in the House is re- 
ceiving little support from outside, and 
this is telling heavily against the Opposi. 
tion. Even the political levy proposals of 
the Government are without effect. It 1 
now apparent that the bill will become 
law without any great resistance on the 
part of the Labour Party or the workers 
of the country. 


The Russians’ Conge. 


It is understood that the Note request- 
ing the Soviet Mission to leave the country 
will be handed to M. Rosengolz, the Soviet 
Chargé d’ Affaires at Chesham House, to 
morrow, with a time limit of a week before 
it becomes effective. 


A Great Exodus. 


The officials of the Soviet Embassy and 
the Trade Delegation may leave for Russia 
on Saturday, but this is uncertain. If 
seems that there are nearly two hundred 
and fifty people to be provided for, and 
arrangements are to be made for them io 
leave together, if possible. It has been 
stated that the party would leave by a 
special boat from the Thames, but this ns 
not correct, as they will leave by train 
in the usual manner. A number of the 
staff of Arcos may remain behind to wind 
up the business affairs of that organisa 
tion, as these cannot be disposed of 
immediately. At Chesham House to-day 
it was noticed that the Soviet flag was no 
longer flying, while the gates remained 
closed and barred, only privileged 
individuals being rmitted to enter. 
Passports and visas for intending visitors 
to Russia are refused. , 


A Lukewarm Debate. 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, owing to the 
condition of his health, was unable to take 
part in the debate to-day; but this made 
very little difference. It cannot be said 
that the Opposition leaders shine on these 
occasions; for they seem to speak with a 
reserve noticeable not only by the Con- 
servatives, but also by their own followers. 
Neither Mr. Clynes nor Mr. Arthur 
Henderson can arouse much enthusiasm 
among his followers at any time, and 
more particularly when they are dealing 
with a subject with which they are not in 
the fullest sympathy. It is safe to say 
that quite one-half of the Labour Party 
would have preferred that there had been 
no such debate as that of to-day.

KOLING’S VARIED ROLES. _ 

Of the other documents, the first is a Note 
asted December 25, 1926, addressed to Buca- 
kOWa, Manager of the Secret Section, by 
Jilinsky, in regard to Robert Koling, or 
haulin, and it is marked “ absolutely secret.’’ 
The note reads :'— i 

‘“Subject—re Comrade Keling, the carrier 
of the diplomatic post between Chesham 
House and Soviet House. Koling has been an 
emigrant from Riga since 1905. By protes- 
sion he was a shoemaker, and afterwards he 
became a sailor. During the Imverialist Avar 
he waa mobilised into the Tsar's Army. and 
was a prisoner of the Germans from 1917 to 
1918. i 

After this he again worked as a sailor. 
and from 1925 became a member of the illegal 
Red Trade Union of Sailors, which carried 
on Communist agitation and illegally engaged 
through its members in activities dealing with 
commanications. In 1925 he entéred the 
Blavtskava (Blyth) organisation of the British 
Communist Party as a Soviet citizen. He is 
debarred by the Centra! Committee of the 
British Communist Party from membership of 
the London organisation. He was recom- 
mended by Comrades Kirchenstein, Melnichuk 
and Bahn.

Six letters found in the pussession of Koling 
are printed. The first is from Moscow, dateu 
April 27, 1927, and is from Atchkanov, 
Secretary of the International Propaganda 
Committee of Transport Workers, to Comrade 
Atkin. It deals with the publication Seafarer, 
and gives addresses to which it should be 
sent in New York, Odessa, Marseilles, Copen- 
ay ne and other places. 

wo letters dated from Moscow, April 29, 
1927, were from Hall to. Comrade Atkin. 
Hall, in a footnote, is stated to be George 
Hardy, a member of the Communist Party 
of Great Britain and the National Minority 
Movewent. Extracts from these letters read : 

“The latest news about the delegation is 
that they have proceeded from Canton to 
Shanghai. and nave not been allowed to land. 

“I understand that Comrade Mann is now 
in Hankow, and it will be very difficult for 
him to move, according to the information at 
hand here, as the river is now controlled by 
foreign warships from Hankow to Shanghai.

The Corporation Profits Tax they had not 
éntirely got rid of, but they had reduced it 
considgrably, and they had an undertaking 
from the Minister in his last Budget that. it 
would be one of the first taxes that would be 
remitted when the opportunity offered.

were removed on Monday. In this matter 
the Corporation has shown a strange mix- 
ture of strength and weakness, and an 
equally curious blend of right and wrong. 
Even strong opponents of the Free State 
admit that once the tricolour was included 
in the scheme of decorations it should not 
have been interfered with; but, in view 
of the intolerance and intimidation of a 
rcertain section of the community, the 
officials here thought it wiser to take down 
the flag rather than that it should suffer 
indignity. The incident has caused a good 
deal of comment in the city, and, while 
the hot-heads rejoice at the success of 
their plans, there is an uneasy feeling 
amongst sensible people. that it will not 
bring honour to Belfast. The Free State 
flag was amongst those flying over the 
Wembley Exhibition when it was opened 
by the King, but worshippers of Royalty 
in the North are even more loyal than 
the King himself. It is pleasing to know, 
however, that the Empire Week has been 
very successful, with its pageants and 
parades; and trade and commerce should 
be stimulated through its influence. 


FREE STATE MINISTER WARNED. 


A discussion took place this week in 
the Northern House of Commons in con- 
nection with unemployment insurance 
and the problems inseparable from men 
‘looking for work. The operations of the 
Court of Referees were severely criticised, 
and it was stated that a worker had not 
one chance in fifty of sustaining a claim 
for benefit. No doubt, many people prefer 
the ‘‘dole’’ to a job, but it is felt that 
a large number of. unemployed are 
victimised and refused benefit because 
they are said to be “ not genuinely seek- 
ing work.” The Opposition members 
accuse the Government of meanly trying 
to save money in this way at the expense 
of the poor, but that is strenuously denied 
by the Minister of Labour. 

The puzzling thing is—how do the 
authorities know whether or not a man is 
genuinely seeking work? There are 
numerous cases cited in which men have 
walked the streets until weary looking 
for employemnt, only to be told at the 
end that they were not sincere in their 
efforts. The Labour leader, Mr. Kyle, 
asked what had been done during the past 
twelve months to ensure a reciprocal ar- 
rangement with the Free State in regard 
to unemployment benefit, and the 
Minister of Labour, in reply, said that 
nothing had taken place since last year, 
except that the legislation in the North 
and in Great Britain had been gradually 
drawing away from the legislation in the 
Free State, and the greater the difference 
in that respect, the greater was the diffi- 
culty in solving the problem. — Before 
the Free State had made a departure 
from the social services, he warned the 
responsible Minister in the Southern Go- 
vernment what would be the consequences 
of that departure, and the responsibility 
was theirs, and not his. 

Mr. Andrews stated further that, in his 
opinion, any reciprocal arrangement sug- 
gested up to the present would, beyond 
the shadow of a doubt, injure the workers 
and employers in Northern Ireland. It 
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ship cannot find a way out of the difh- 
culty. Moreover, how could a reciprocal 
arrangement injure a man out of work!

It in to be regretted that the two 
States cannot evolve some scheme which 
would solve the problem without doing in- 
justice to anyone. 


THE FUN OF THE FAIR, 


Rival factions of temperance ‘reformers 
and anti-probibitionists met at Ballyclare 
May Fair on Tuesday, when amusing 
scenes were witnessed. Their meetings were 
held at the same time within a few yards 
of each other, and the strains of hymns 
and the Frothblowers’ Chorus intermingled 
discordantly in the air: An attempt was 
*made by Mr. C. M. Legg, J.P., a well- 
known public benefactor, of Carrickfergus, 
to address the anti-prohibition meeting, 
but he got a hostile reception and was 
hustled away. The great crowds who had 
come into the town to enjoy “ the fun 
of the fair’’ thoroughly appreciated the 
situation. They had an opportunity of 
hearing both sides at once, and were, nu 
doubt, bewildered with the conflicting 
arguments. Colonel Woods, C.M.G., 
D.8.0., M,P., said that he had fought for 
liberty, and, as a representative ex-Service 
man, he still fought for ib 

Prohibition, he declared, was tyranny, 
and, if it were permitted, the people would 
soon not be allowed to smoke, dance, or 
enjoy harmless sport. Ulster was sober 
and did not want American legislation to 
make it a nation of bootleggers, dope- 
fiends and grafters. On the other hand, 
the temperance speakers described the 


thing, and said they would one day atten:! 
the funeral of the liquor traffic in 
Northern Ireland. The discussion proceeded 
merrily, both audiences being highly 
diverted, while a body of police saw that 
the peace was not broken. 

The slogan of ‘‘ Local Option by 1929 ”’ 
is again being revived, but it has lost 
its significance, as very few people believe 
that the liquor reformers would attempt 
to split the Unionist Party at the polls 
on such a question. No one likes com- 
pulsion, and it generally defeats its own 
purpose. Intemperate temperance apostles 
in the North might find it profitable to 
study Lord Desborough’s statement in the 
House of Lords. yesterday that the Im- 
perial Government is opposed to legislation 
for the purpose of establishing local 
option, while, no doubt, Lord Craigavon 
and his Cabinet will find consolation in 
the imperial decision, as it is their 
declared policy to “ follow step by step ” 
the course of British legislation. 


HARD-WORKED LEGISLATORS. 


The Northern Parliament adjourned on 
Tuesday until the 11th October, and, save 
for a forma] sitting on the 3ist inst., the 
members wil] have an uninterrupted 
period of about four and a half months 
in which to restore their waning energies 
and refresh themselves for the strenuous 
labours of next session. Last year the 
House had just 46 sittings of about four 
hours each, which represent 23 working 
days of eight hours. The payment to the

The Balmoral Show has been a pro- 
nounced success, with greatly increased 
entries in all sections. Glorious weather 
favoured the exhibition, and the social 
side has been a feature this year, 
thousands of visitors passing through the 
gates. Balmoral, with its open spaces, 
is an ideal venue, but it lacks the splendid 
halls and buildings of Ballsbridge, as well 
as the tradition and atmosphere of the 
Southern fixture. Nevertheless, Balmoral! 
is a formidable rival of Ballsbridge, and 
in some things leads the way, particularly 
in the display of machinery and farming 
implements Such competition promotes 
the welfare of the country, North and 
South, and serves to bring the people 
closer together, with the consequent growth 
of mutual respect. In such matters the 
border is but a shadowy affair. 


A PEACEFUL MAN'S SPEECH. 


An interesting little interlude occurred 
during the final sitting of the Northern 
House of Commons. Mr. Beattie, a 
Socialist member, drew the attention of 
the Minister of Home Affairs to a speech 
made by the Grand Master of the County 
Antrim Orangemen, in which he is re- 
ported to have said: “ There will never 
be a united Ireland as long as one of you 
is living and as long as there is a rifle 
left in County Antrim.” Men, said Mr. 
Beattie, had been put in prison for say- 
ing less, and he wanted to know if there 
was to be one Jaw for Orangemen and 
another for Socialists. In reply, Sir 
Dawson Bates said that, if the hon. 
member knew the County. Grand Master 
as well as he and others did, he would 
realise that the gentleman referred to was 
a most peaceful and law-abiding citizen. 


BELFAST-LONDON MAILS. 


An effort is evidently being made to 
discredit the Kingstown-Holyhead route 
for Northern mails to London, and to have 
the Larne-Stranraer route restoted. In 
the Northern Senate yesterday the 
question was raised, and several members 
tried to make out that the Southern 
route was of no advantage in the saving

CATTLE.

DROP IN THE RESERVE. 


This week s Bank return reflects the recent 
big gold movements. The coin and bullion is 
£2.877,.570 lower at £102,540,040, and, as also 
there was an expansion of £366,000 in the 
note circulation, the reserve is nearly 
£3,250,000 down at £56,451,265. Market 
borrowings are indicated by an increase of 
£4,000,000 in the other securities. But for 
vhis operation the private deposits would have 
shown a heavy decline, for, apart from the 
drop in the reserve, there is an increase of 
£4,000,000 in the public deposits. The market 
benefited from an increase of £1,269,000 in the 
Government securities, and on balance the 
other deposits are less than £1,900,000 lower 
at £98,356,360. As a result of the gold with- 
drawals the proportion of reserves to liabilities 
has fallen 33 to Wj per cent.
